1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1 -81 , and 89-93 in the reply filed on 
1/21/2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Since the applicant has elected Group II, the applicant needs to also elect one 
the species as indicated in the previous office action. The examiner has again identified 
the species corresponding to Group II.
